Estcourt, Nov. 18.— Noon— For several 
days it has been known the. Boers have 
ibeeu creeping towards EVstcourt ami 
boasted they would be here this morn- 
ing. They were moi upon their arrival 
with a reception that they little expect- 
ed. At 10 o'clock the Dublin Fusiliers 
took up their position and after waiting 
some time opened tire by volleys nt long 
range un the advancing enemy who were 
crossing to the northwest of the town. 
A loud report and a whizzing overhead 
told the tale id' the bluejackets' watch- 
fulness. A big puff of smoke indicated 
that their aim was good, the shell burst- 
ing in the midst of the Boers. Several 
of their horses wore observed galloping 
about riderless. The Boers bounded 
back belter skelter. On advantageous 
points of the surrounding bills the Boers 
guns were posted, getting ready to cover 
the advance of their firing line. Their 
astonishment must hnve been great us 
they speedily retired. 

One shot 'caused them to withdraw out 
of sight. They evidently did not dream 
the British had a long range gun here. 
They were coming on witli the utmost 
conliilenee, evidently expecting to he in 
Estcourt within lifteen minutes after 
crossing. The bluejackets abruptly ar- 
rested their progress and deserve credit 
for the accuracy with which they judged 
the range. General Hildyard and his 
staff were beside the naval guns. All is 
now quiet.

Boers Throw Three Hundred 
Shells at Kimberley With- 
out Causing Damage. 



While the Stubborn Little Gar- 
rison Silence One of 
Enemy's Guns. 



Prisoners Taken to Bloernfon- 
tein Said to Have Been 
Bedly Treated. 



By Associated Press. 

Kimberley, Nov. 11 (via runner In Or- 
ange River)— The Boers bombarded Kim- 
berley again at 5:15 o'clock this morn- 
ing, shelling the town briskly until 11 a. 
in. from three positions. Subsequently 
they maintained a desultory lire until 
7:15 o'clock. One shell killed a poor out 
Kaffir and another fell on the roof of a 
barn. Six shells were lired against the 
water works, lint fell in the reservoir. 
Several urtiUlerymeii in the fort there 
had close shaves. Our guns replied at 
long runge and two shells at least are 
believed to have found their mark, as the 
gun of the Boers in that direction was 
effectually silenced. ■ . 

Several of the enemy's shells fell in the 
native command, and the inmates imme- 
diately rushed to dig them up. Several 
others landed on the lined floors, but 
did no damage. 

The bombardment freshened from 10 
o'clock until noon, the fire being directed 
at Ottos where our patrol at dawn had 
tired upon a Boer detachment, knocking 
down six of their horses. Our casual- 
ties were one policeman mortally wound- 
ed, and a Light Horse man slightly 
wounded, 

The patrol lired cool and steadily until 
the Boers dispersed. A second patrol en- 
gaged the enemy, but meeting a superior 
force was compelled to retire, losing only 
two horses. The Boers lired quite lilM) 
shells to-day. The cases were dated 
from 1801 to 1890. The enemy have at 
least eight guns. 

The prisoners they recently captured 
and conveyed to Bloemfontein have their 
urms pinned behind them and were tied 
to tlie truck chain of an ox wagon, re- 
maining thus throughout the entire night, 
until their removal next day. 

The Boers arc again busy blowing up 
railway culverts. 

The heavy bombardment was renewed 
nt 3:40 o'clock this afternoon from two- 
positions, though the artillery men have 
found tlie range. 

Orange River, Cape Colony, Nov. 15. — 
Oen. Mothtien says that the relief of 
Kimberley column is to march in as 
light order as possible. Small bands oP 
Boers are roaming in Griquuland West, 
annexing towns without opposition. They 
ha v<' already taken possesison of Bark- 
ley West and Douglas. A few police 
were captured at both places. 

London, Nov. IS. — The war office has 
received the following despatch from 
(Jen. Roller: 

"Capetown, Friday, Nov. 17. —A report 
from Kimberley, Saturday, Nov. 11, says 
all was well there." 

A special despatch from Orange river 
camp dated November 15, afternoon 
says: "A brigade of the Guards arrived 
to-day by rail from Capetown and 
marched to their nuarters looking fine. 
They were loudly cheered. Other troops 
under Oeneral Methuon are rapidly push- 
ing forward to the preparations for the 
advance. Last night the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers made a long night march 
in the brilliant moonlight. All troops are 
being exercised daily. Oeneral MethjUOH 
has decided that only four newspaper 
correspondents shall accompany the for- 
ward movement which may now take 
place at any moment. No baggage, tonln 
or servants will be allowed.

THE P ATRIA'S CREW. 

Compelled to Abandon the Vessel- 
Fishermen Towing Her- 

Hamburg, Nov. 18. — Captain I'Vohlieli 
and crew of the Patria who arrived here 
to-day gnve the following details of the 
fire. 

On Wednesday 10::io a.m. clouds of 
Htnolce were rising at the funnel. This 
was first noticed by some passengers, all 
of whom were soon .afterwards called on 
deck and informed the shin was burning, 
since five o'clock, but that there was no 
immediate danger. Capt. Krohlicb decid- 
ed later to put the passengers in the 
boats which was done without haste or 
mishap. When communication between 
the fore and after decks was cut off by 
the flames Captain Frohlich ordered the 
crew to leave the ship and at seven 
o'clock in the evening the entire crew 
Went on board the steamer Athesia. At

The Boers, with a large number of 
armed natives and four guns, crossed the 
Crocodile river and proceeded to Selike- 
we Hill, tired four shots and retired 
across the river.

COOLNESS UNDER FIRE. 

Di'tails of the Engagement in Which 
Col. Falconer Was Killed. 

London, Nov. 10. -A special despatch 
from Orange ltiver camp under date of 
Saturday gives fuller details of the en 
gagement of the previous day in which 
Col, Keith Falconer of the Norlhumber 
hind Fusiliers was killed. The sp cial 
says: "It was oil the Spitskop that wo 
suffered the serious casualties of the day. 
Col. Falconer was reconnoitering there 
with a small party and advanced within 
-KM! yards of the enemy before disco '-r- 
ing them. 'Die Boers suddon'y opene I 
lire. Col. Falconer was the first lo fall 
shut through the chest. Lieut. Wood. 
who had jusi replied to ins major's orders 
to retire, was killl 'd bv it bullet ihrollgh 
his head and Lieut. Hill was mounded in 
the thigh on the -,inie spot. Despite the 
losses the officers and men never faltered 
but retreated c )•> !•• covered by , he cav- 
alry. The enemy < 1 1 • 1 not attempt to fol- 
low them. The i. idii s ,,r Co!, Keith Fal- 
coner ami Lieu. Wool were brought 
here and have been buried in a pretty 
spot under ne ith a kopie overlooking 
the camp. Their burial pin,:- is marked 
with a eairn of -v'- ii •■ stones." 

When Col. Keith-Falconer was shot 
through the breast he was going to the 
assistance of Lieut. Levari, who was 
wounded. 

Lieut. Brooke, of the Lancers, bad a 
marvellous escape while sketching the 
Boer position having liis horse shot 
under him. He was some distance 
ahead of bis troopers and had dis- 
mounted to sketch when thirty Boers 
opened fire. Tlic first bullet passed 'un- 
der his leg as he moulded, a second rid- 
dled his beimel and a third killed his 
horse. Lieut. Brooke thereupon started 
lo run, hotly pursued by liners, who 
were mounted, and wound certainly have 
Captured anil killed him but for an in- 
tervening wiie fence. Bullets fell thick 
around the lieutenant as he climbed the 
fence, bin he escaped unscathed.

G. Hun & Co.s 
weekly review of trade to-morrow will sav: 
"The slgiiH of shrinkage In the new demand 
for iron and steel produced become more 
clear. Textile manufacturers areNlolng 
well although In woolens the speculations 
in material threatens to cause some embar- 
rassment. Prices are a shade stronger for 
line Eastern fleece and for fine and medium, 
so that the entire list averages about % 
cent higher. Wheat declined a fraction, 
hut fully recovered although Atlantic ex- 
perts were only 2, 070,031 bushels, Hour In- 
cluded, against 3,080,708 for the same week 
lust your, und Pacific exports 720 803 
against 1,088,003 last year, and the course 
of the market is the more noteworthy be- 
cause Western receipts are much reduced, 
being only B,807,887 bushels, against 10,- 
837,311 last year. Corn declined a fraction 
with heavier exports than last year and 
smaller receipts. 

•'Failures for the week were 210 In Un- 
united States, against 223 lust year, ami 20 
in Canada, against 20 last year." 

Canadian reports are irregular, some 
points reaching improvement with more 
seasonable weather, while at others contin- 
ued mildness delays dealings In wiui-r 
goods. At St. John conditions arc very sat- 
isfactory owing to cold weather, which 
bus stimulated dealings in most lines. A 
heavy business Is also reported at Halifax, 
with collections coming In more freely, 
but the city retail trade Is quiet. The vol- 
ume of business Is large In Quebec and col- 
Uctlons are prompt. Montreal reports a 
seasonable slackening of activity in metals, 
paints and oils, while groceries are active, 
ami dry goods men are reporting a fair 
movement. Exports of dairy products de- 
crease, but collections are good and money 
is stiller. Wholesale trade In all lines is 
reported active in Toronto, with payments 
satisfactory. Weather retards business at 
Winnipeg, ami wheal sales are small, with 
collections consequently affected. Business 
Is reported satisfactory in all lines "xcept 
groceries at Vancouver, with collections 
fair. There Is no change of business con- 
ditions ai Victoria. 

Bradstreet's review says: "Some benefit 
by colder weather Is reported at leading 
Canadian points. Jobbing business in dry 
goods, boots ami shoes, and clothing has 
Improved, ami collections are better. Gro- 
ceries are active at rising prices at Mon- 
treal, and the results In the hardware trade 
at I hat city are the best In years. Money 
Is tight, but mercantile borrowers are ac- 
commodating at ordinary rates. Some Im- 
provement In retail trade Is reported in 
the maritime provinces, but rather less Is 
(Icing in British Columbia points.

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I Using the identity of the body 
recovered from the Covviclian river, the 
inqnesl held al Duncan on Friday threw 
mi new light upon the mysterious case 
of .the young teamster, John Duncanson, 
referred to at some length in t ho Colonist 
of yesterday morning. The indentificn- 
tion even was circumstantial rather than 
direct, for the body had been so long 
in the water that recognition of features 
was an impossibility. 

In height, build, and other primary 
respects, however, the dead man con-en- 
ponded with the missing teamster; while 
n knife. :i pocket book and it watch taken 
from the body recovered from the river 
were sworn to by Mr. Thomas I'itt of 
the Aidcrlea hotel, by Mr. II. Smith, 
and Mr. H. Keast, as property of tho 
missing Duncanson. 

Corroborating their identification of the 
body by these articles, Mr. James Jen- 
kins, a boot maker, testified that he had 
repaired the boots on the feet of the de- 
ceased — and knew them to belong to 
Duncanson, a piece of evidence that was 
also borne out by Mr. Pitt. 

The other witnesses were Charlie 
Crepamalt, an Indian who had found the 
body, and who described the circum- 
stances of its discovery; (.'oust aide Mor- 
ten, who had taken charge upon Charlie's 
prompt notification; and l>r. h'ooie. who 
deposed that there were no indications 
of violence, and gave as his opinion that 
ileal h had been caused by drowning. 

The verdict was in accordance with 
this expert testimony— "that the body we 
(tho jurors) examined is that of John 
Duncanson. and that he came to his 
dentil by drowning, under 'what circum- 
stances we cannot determine." 

Accepting the case as one of purest ac- 
cident, residents of the district and those 
who knew Duncanson best are still nt 
a loss to account for his sad fate. He 
was well !ii'i|uaintc(l with the trail; he 
was a sober, industrious man; how he 
could wander from the road and ulti- 
mately into the river passes their com- 
prehension. 

It probably never will be explained— 
but remain as one of many unsolved 
mysteries.

THE WAR. 

The week closes with the British posi- 
tion in South Africa distinctly better 
than it \v;is a week ago, that is so Car as 
our telegraphic advices enable us to 
judge. The Associated Press correspon- 
dent continues to represent thai Lady- 
Hiaith must be short of ammanition. and 
a number of rumors are Hying about as 
to discontent among the Zulus and Basu- 
tc*. Careful reading of the despatches 
•n (he latler subject shows that they arc 
•mly inferential in their nature. The eon- 
Clusions reached are sueli us might pos- 
sibly be true, but they are just us likely 
»<>t to be correct. 

.Liidysniith was all right on Thursday, 
at least the native runner who came to 
'Estcourt on Friday had n. despatch from 
Gen. White saying that alj was well. 
Beading the despatches from Pretoria in 
connection with those which come from 
Natal points, it seenw evident that there 
has been some heavy cannonading, but 
that the operations of the Boers have 
not. in any degree improved their posi- 
tion or weakened that of our forces. The 
reiterated Btateinents Unit the enemy is 
getting short of provisions may very well 
i>rove true, for Gen. Joubcrt could not 
Itnve contemplated upon *o long a enm- 
Iiaign in Northern Natal. After a time 
the food problem is likely to prove an 
embarrassing one to the Boers. 

News is so closely guarded thai wo 
know eery little indeed of what Gen. 
Buller ia doing. It. is time that some- 
thing was heard from the force that was 
being gathered at the De Aar Junction. 
The general assumption was that this 
army was intended to relieve Kiinbcrley, 
lint in view of the despatch of so many 
troops to East London, i! may be thai a 

«imulta us advance into the southern 

portion of the Free State is to be made 
from these two points. If this is done, 
the Boer forces tit Ktmberley will likely 
In- withdrawn, ami that town as well as 
Mufeking will be automatically relieved. 
A strong demonstration by our troops 
in that direction would doubtless lead the 
Free State forces to hasten to the de- 
fence of Bloom fon toiu, and make the 
task of relieving Gen. White and sub- 
Kcqueutly defeating Joubert much easier 
(ban it will otherwise be. 



THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 

Careful anil critical perusal of the re- 
port of the proceedings of the police com- 
mission in the investigation of the 
charges against, bile chief of police does 
not, leave in the reader a feeling of con- 
fidence. There are certain points upon 
which i<t is proper 'to comment, and w 
hope the commissioners at the adjourned 
session will give them some Attention. 

The charge againat the chief of police 
in that ho was aware that ex-sergeant 
Walker was habitually intoxicated and 
failed to act upon that knowledge. The 
inquiry in the end settied down practi- 
cally to two questions asked the witness- 
es by Mr. Bradbivru, city solicitor. 
These we.TC: 

"Did you ever see the late sergeant, 
Mr. Walker, Intoxicated when in the 
presence of the chief?" 

"Did the chief in conversation with 
you ever refer to the late sergeant's 
habitual inebriety?" 

As those questions were framed by the 
city solicitor, who is acting as advisor 
of the police commission, the presump- 
tion is that the commissioners bare been 
■advised that n negative answer to them 
■would establish the chief's innocence. 
We submit that in laying such stress up- 
on these two questions the commission- 
ers have been wrongly advised. Indeed, 
if.- from the whole tenor of Mr. Brad- 
burns questions, the public conclude 



that he regard* himself as occupying the 
position of counsel for the chief of police, 
he cannot very well complain. His ex- 
amination of the several witnesses un- 
questionably leaves the impression that 
bis object is to disprove the charge rath- 
er than to investigate it. If be were the 
retained counsel for the chief be could 
not take a course much more in his 
client's interest than be has taken as 
the city solicitor assisting the police com- 
missioners in ascertaining the facts. For 
example, his questions to one of the 
witnesses, regarding his former connec- 
tion with the marines, ure only such as 
a counsel would put. with the view of 
discrediting the witness In the eyes of a 
jury, and it is no part of Mr. Bradburn's 
duty to discredit the witnesses in this 
case. 'Phis is only explainable when 
we recall the very peculiar fact that Mr. 
Powell, counsel for the chief was told 
that ho could not be recognized, but 
might instruct Mr- Bradburn. It is cer- 
tainly remarkable that the officer under 
investigation should direct by counsel 
bow hi' should he Investigated. We note 
that, when Mr. Iliggins asked a witness 
if be had iwer seen Sergeant Walker in- 
toxicated in the lock-up, Mr. Powell re- 
mained silent, but Mr. Bnid'burn object- 
ed t" the question ami the mayor held 
the point to be well taken. We- .-nil only 
characterize this as extraordinary. Again 
when Sergeant. Eluwton was on the 
stand be was asked if be had reason I" 
believe that the chief knew of Walker's 
habitual intemperance, or if he bad had 

conversations with the chief which led 
him lo believe Hint tin- chief had such 
knowledge. These very pertineut qne«- 
t ions the witness hesitated ahotil ans- 
wering and tin- commissioners directed 
him lo ignore, and when he was asked 
if Walker's inebriety was not notorious 
among the force, both the mayor and 
Mr. IVradburn instantly objected. We 
hold that, in a criminal proseeutiou such 
questions would have been perfectly 
legitimate, and there is not the least 
doubt that they were legitimate in such 
an investigation as is now supposed to 
be proceeding, Space will not permit 
this point to be argued out at present, 
but we submit that it is most, material to 
know if Walker's habitual inebriety was 
known to the whole force, for if every 
one knew it, the presumption, unless di- 
rectly rebutted, would be that the chief 
ought lo have known it. The questions 
which I lie witness was not allowed to 
answer, if answered in the affirmative, 
would show that evidence existed which 
the witness was keeping back. The 
mere fact of his refusal indicates that 
he was keeping back something not elic- 
ited by the direct questions. No investi- 
gation conducted as this one is will in- 
spire public confidence. 

A second inn tier is in regard to Con- 
stable Olnyards' conduct. Mr, Brad- 
burn seemed desirous of making him 
appear in a bud light. Now wdiat (lie 
the facts in regard to Constable Olny- 
ards as far as they are material? They 
are that when asked by the chief if bis 
ivvidonce would support "Walker in the 
Lacoste, he said it would not; neverthe- 
less be was called as a witness, and be- 
ing called told what he insists was the 
truth, and what no one, except. Walker, 
has pretended to deny. For this Olay- 
ariks is attacked and an attempt is made 
to discredit him as a man who goes con- 
trary to police discipline. It will be re- 
called that at a previous meeting of the 
commission the mayor said that under 
these circumstances it was the duty of 
C-layards to ahsent himself from the 
trial. We think this will startle the 
public. Clayards says he knew Walker 
was perjuring himself, anil told the chief 
of police to that effect, nevertheless the 
chief properly enough did not prevent 
his remaining at the trial as a witness.

This 
is u mistake Their duly to protect the 
innocent is as great as to convicl the 
guilty. The crown never seeks a con- 
viction; liei ii is the duty of odicial 

prosecutors lo assist mi her than hinder 
the full demons! na t ion of all the facts 
in any case, 

We think the public will join will, the 
police constable, who at the close of the 
session said in lie- presence of a number 
of bystanders. "It is the first time f 
have ever known a city to employ coun- 
sel to bullyrag police witnesses .and there- 
by prevent them telling what they had 
been summoned and sworn lo tell."

THE P.ir.LIC AND ITS CRITICS. 



We do not hear as much about "the 
higher criticism" as we did a few years 
ago. Some very -clover men used to say 
that the time was very near at hand 
when no more churches would be built. 
If we are not mistaken, the late Robert 
iiigersoll fixed 1805 as the date when 
church building would cease, as far as 
the United States was concerned. The 
best answer that can be made to this is 
that live years after the time tixed by 
him. the Methodists of that country are 
engaged in raising the largest special 
church fund ever collected in its his- 
tory. There never lias been a time when 
the circulation of the Bible was as great 
as now. never a time when its teachings 
were more highly esteemed by a greater 
number of people. 1 1 * is no longer as 
fashionable as it was to claim i. 
Agnostic, and if the average man were 
asked what had been demonstrated by 
the higher criticism, he would he com- 
pelled to acknowledge his ignorance. It 
is not our intention to inquire why this 
in the case; WC have only t.i deal will the 
fact, and the fact is that the Bible is 
to-day "ii a sounder basis, as far as 
intelligent public is concerned, than ever. 

The higher criticism was to history 
what alchemy was to science, a pseudo 
method of analysis. It assumed certain 
premises and argued from them up to 
certain conclusions. A careful critic of 
these higher critics must always have 
been struck by the fact that they gener- 
alized entirely too much from the ascer- 
tained data at their disposal, and if he 
had the courage to declare that he did 
not understand what certain high-sound- 
ing phrases meant, be could put these 
scriptural iconoclasts in a hole, from 
which they could only hope to extricate 



dollar for that subject, but he added 'T 
would give fifty dollars to hear Moses 
lecture on the mistakes of Ingersoll." 
When we seen how the work, the elab- 
orately learned work, of the. higher crit- 
ics, of whom Ingersoll was not one, for 
he cavorted around on a much lower 
plane, is being upset by the work 
of shovels ami wheelbarrows in Egypt, 
Palestine, Arabia and elsewhere, we ap- 
preciate l he force of the humorist's re- 
ply.

We have said that it is not our inten- 
tion to inquire why the Bible retains its 
hold upon the esteem of mankind and is 
to-day a greater power even in shaping 
the lives of men, but we may suggest 
that, the reason is intrinsic in the book 
itself. Whatever may have been its ori- 
gin, no one can deny that it is the most 
marvellous record of individual and na- 
tional experience the world has ever pos- 
sessed, and that of all collections of 
wisdom it stands pre-eminent. It is re- 
plete with lessons applicable to everyday 
life. It alone ,if all human records sat- 
isfies fully what may be called soul-hun- 
ger. But il would not do this much bel- 
li | tor and perhaps uol quite as well as the 
e| writings of Iblddlia or Zoroaster or even 
Confucius, if it were not that in the New 
Testament ive get a glimpse of Cod in 
man and see to some degree what is the 
true end and aim of human existence. 



We do uol understand why the Times 
should say that the Colonist charged it 
with "fixing up" telegraphic despatches, 
for we expressly said that we did nol 
mean anything of 'the kind.

Vessel Reported to Be on the 
Rocks Near Carmanah 
Point. 



Warspite and Phaeton to Sail 
on Extended Southern 
Cruises. 



The -jrent advantage of the government 
telegraph lines to the danger-infested 
West Count of Vancouver Island has 
uguin been illustrated iu iuverse ratio — 
also the superior wisdom displayed in the 
construction of the .secondary signal ser- 
vice -Tvire by way of Albenii and Cape 
ItoaJe. Everyone knows how when the 
Otter point and Carmanah wire was 
proposed, it was emphasized that it 
would enable shipwrecked mariners fo 
acquaint the world of their misfortunes 
without delay and so avert loss in botih 
life and property. The Carmanah wire 
was built and it was discovered that the 
self-Same gales that bring disaster upon 
whipping along the coast are also fatal 
to the maintenance of. telegraphic con- 
nection under existing circumstances. 
Then the Alberni and Cape Bcale was 
projected us a reliable alternative route, 
and completed a few months ago. Yes- 
terday another opportunity presented it- 
self for proving the efficacy or otherwise 
of the government's West Coast signal 
service. It was reported that a sailing 
vessel had piled up on the rocks in the 
had locality of Carmanah Point, and 
marine men hastened to the telegraph 
ollh'e to ascertain the facts. They were 
told th»t the wire to Carmanah had 
'•gone down" under the heavy rain — al- 
though this much-abused line had been 
working fairly well until the very hour 
in which it was most in demand. The 
Bealo alternative route was unhappily 
ia the same fix, the connection in this 
direction having been lost since the 10th 
instant. On the other side of the bound- 
ary affairs were in an equally unhappy 
condition, the United .States government 
line to Noah Hay being reported by Port 
Crescent to have worked but two hours 
ill the entire fortnight. Naturally, in 
the absence of definite information, con- 
jecture couples with the supposed wreck 
the only vessel known to have been in 
the locality during the past few days — 
■this being a vessel reported by the steam- 
er Mystery as (lashing red lights off Car- 
rrmnnh during Thursday night, the dark- 
ness preventing discovery of her name 
by the honiebound Victoria steamer, 
which already had a tow or would have 
taken tho stranger up. Apparently the 
same vessel was seen a few hours after- 
wards by the Dodwell & Co. liner City 
of Dublin, whose master upon his arrival 
hero S aid that the American three-masted 
schooner Wawona. from San Francisco 
for Paget Sound had been seen close to 
the Cape, and bad signalled a wish to be 
reported. It is possible that the signal 
was misunderstood, for in a brief wire- 
talk with Carmanah yesterday the opera- 
tor at Jordan Itivor (just the other side 
of Otter Point) picked out in fragments 
the information that the captain of the 
vessel in difficulties at the Point bad 



asked assistance— but been passed by the 
Orientul liuer. This would seem to in- 
dieato that it is the Wawona that has 
come to grief— but the circumstances of 
the case can only be ascertained with 
dofiniteness when some vessel arrives 
from the Cape— or wire connection is re- 
covered. 



WARSHIPS WILL 0O SOUTH. 

Flagship and Phaeton I/eave for Val- 
paraiso Early Next Month — 
Arethusa Conunissioninl. 

If present plans meet the approval of 
tho admiralty four of Her Majesty's 
ships now in Esquimau will go out early 
next month on extended cruises. The 
flagship and Phaeton, it has been arrang- 
ed, will leave here for Valparaiso on De- 
cember 5, spending Christmas at Magda- 
lena Pay and remaining away until next 
May. The Pheasant and Icarus are to 
sail south nlbout the same time leaving 
only the one cruiser here to spend the 
winter. News has been received that the 
second-class cruiser Arethusa was com- 
missioned in England for this station on 
the 14th inst She is a sister ship of the 
Leander, Phaeton and Amphion and i.i 
coining out as the relief of the latter. 
She is a twin screw cruiser of 4,300 tons. 



NEW TRANS-PACIFIC LINER. 

Fleet Expected in the Be- 
ginning of the New Year.

"The government Infinitely regrets the 
sanguinary war In South Africa and will 
aiways he found willing io take advantage 
of nil menus which may conduce to its 
termination. This goodwill Is not unknown 
to the combatants. Nevertheless the gov- 
ernment does not think It desirable now to 
make public the steps that have been tak- 
en or may be taken In future.

DISASTER IN JAPAN, 

One Hundred Persons Killed hi a Rail- 
way Accident. 

. News was received by the Oriental 
liners arriving yesterday of a serious .ac- 
cident op the Japan railway early in 
October. The Kobe Chronicle says: 

"Twenty bodies were recovered and 
vigorous search is being made for the 
rest of the passengers, who are estimated 
at about 100. The hypothesis is that on 
the curs reaching the bottom of the 
stream the men became frantic in their 
efforts to escape through the windows, 
and were drowned or swept off by the 
swift torrent. One witness, a survivor 
of the awful accident, says that he saw 
about seventy passengers in one oar 
alone and that many were washed away. 
Their appeals for assistance were heart- 
rending as they were; rapidly swept away 
by the swirling water. If this state- 
meul is correct, there must have been, at 
least, 200 passengers in the train, but 
the railway company is firmly persuaded 
that the number does not exceed 100 at 
the utmost."

The mirth-creating and yet scientific en- 
tertainers produce a fresh series of de- 
monstrations nightly."
